TRAGEDY STOPS FOOTBALL 
AT WEST POINT ACADEMY 
West Point, N. Y., October 31. 
Because of the death of Eugene 
A. Byrne, of Buffalo, N., Y., no 
more football will be played by 
the West Point eleven this year. 
This statement was made by 
Colonel Hugh L. Scott, superin- 
tendent of the United States 
military academy, late tonight, 
after a consultation with the 
athletic authorities of the acad- 
emy on the death of young 
Byrne, who expired this morn- 
ing as a result of injuries sus- 
tained in the Harvard ' game 
yesterday.

West Point. N. Y., Oct. 31.—Cadet A. 
Eugene Byrne, of Buffalo, N. Y. a 
fourth vear man at the United States 
Military Academy. died in the cadet 
hospital at 6:33 o'clock this morning, a 
sacrifice to football. 

The army is accustomed to death, 
but wet in this deplorable form; and 
this Poarees ef the gridiron has 
bro vise ‘-such poignant grief to offi- 
cefs ahd cadets alike that the end of 
fhotball at West Point and Annapolis 
s predicted by many. 

Young Byrne expired just as the sun 
was rising over the hills along the 
Hudson. with his grief stricken fath- 
er. John Byrne, a civil war veteran, at 
his bedside. 

Neck Twisted and Broken. 

Brave as was the voung soldier's 
fight against death, it was hopeless 
from the start. Buried beneath a mass 
of struggling players in the Harvard- 
Army game yesterday. his neck ,.was 
twisted and broken by the weight of 
the crushing pile above jhim, and he 
was picked up with everV nerve of his 
body. except those of his head and 
face. helpless to perform their func- 
tions. Only the immediate resort

Surgeons were unable to make a 
complete examination last night. on 
account of his critical condition, and 


: Opinions varied as to whether the blow 


on the spine or the solar plexus caused 
the paralvsis. But X-ray photographs 
taken after his death, revealed a dis- 
location bétween the first and second 
cervical vertebrae. causing the first 
vertebrae to be thrown forward. press- 
ing against and probably resulting ina 
lesion in those nerve centers of the 
medulla oblongata which govern the 
respiratory muscles. This caused the 
natural process of breathing to cease 
elitomwether and the artificial means of 
respiration resorted to was all that 
kept the injured cadet alive until this 
morning. No autopsy was held, aside 
from the X-ray examination. : 
Victim’s Father Overcome. 

Byrne's father was plainly laboring 
under great mental anguish this after- 
noon when he came to the little rail- 
road station at the foot of the hill to 
meet Mrs. Byrne, mother of the vic- 
tim. The meeting. between the . be- 
reaved parents was affecting. 

The funeral services will be held to- 
morrow in the Catholic chapel at the 
post, where the body was taken this 
afternoon. A cadet guard was posted 
at the chapel. 

The funeral will be conducted with 
full military honors. Mgr. C. G. O'Keefe. 
in charge of the Catholic chapels in 
this vicinity, will officiate. 
cadet corps and the official family of 
the academy had recovered from the 
first shock of the announcement . of 
Byrne's death, the effect which the 
accident may have upon ‘the remainder 
of the football schedule immediately 
came to mind. More than one opinion 
was @oiced that’ the casualty would 
result in curtailing the remainder of 
the season's playing. if not the can- 
cellation of the entire schedule, in- 
cluding the Army-Navy game.

Republicans Asked for Troops. 

Judge Adams, on whose application, 
the troops were ordered out, is the 
republican nominee for reelection as 
circuit judge for Breathitt and several 
adjoining counties’ His opponent is 
D. B. Redwine, of Jackson, one of the 
counsel for the defense in.the numer- 
ous criminal and ctyil prosecutions 
against the late Judge James Hargis. 
It is generally believed that whoever 
carries Breathitt county will win.

New Orleans, October 31.—President 
Taft went to bed on his train tonight 
a thoroughly tired out man. His New 
Orjeans friends kept him on the go 
nearly all day long. He made two 
speeches during the afternoon, visited 
the naval station and Jackson barracks, 
rcde through the interesting old French 
quarter of the city and attended a 
sacred concert on the campus of Tulane 
University. * 

This day of strenuousness, following 
the activities and entertainments of 
yesterday, which did not end until 3 
o’clock this morning, when supper after 
the opera was concluded, brought the 
president's stay in New Orleans to a 
close. His train leaves before daylight 
for Jackson,.Miss., where he will spend 
all day tomorrow. 

The president was so tired when he 
got back to his hotel at 6 o’clock to- 
nighs that he declined all invitations 
for dinner and had the meal served in 
his apartments with Secretary of War 
Dickinson as a guest. 

Taft in Old French Quarters. 

The drive through the old French 
section of the city-was immensely in- 
teresting to the president, and he ve- 
toed any suggestion of its curtailment. 

The ride followed the president's at- 
tendance at the morning services of 
the Unitarian church, where he heard 
a sermon on “The Interpretation of 
Life” by Rev. H. Elmer Gilchrist. The 
president was accompanied through 
the quarter bY Professor Alcee Fortter. 
of the Loulsian Historical Society. who 
pointed out the succeeding places of 
interest. 

The route was first through the old 
Rue Royal and thence to Jackson 
square, which formerly was the place 
d’Armes, and is surrounded by some 
fine old types of French architecture. 
From Jackson square the party went 
to the old slave mart, to the old St. 
Louis Catholic cathedral and then be- 


was thought would end hostilities. 4¢gan a journey through Esplanada ave- 


nue and environs. Here the president’s 
interest was centered for a time upon 
the ruins of the old Spanish barracks. 
It was at this point of the journey 
Professor Fortier suggested that the 
committee had not allowed time enough 
to go further and’ the president said 
he did not care how long the ride re- 
aquired, for his interest in old New 
Orleans was greater than in any other 
feature of the day and he did not wish 
to hurry. 


Views Old French Homes. 

Returning to the Rue Royal. 
president’s automobile was hauled in 
front of some of the fine old French 
homes where he could look through 
the open doors‘into the palies or court 
yards. | 

Buildings which indicated the transi- 
tion from the old Spanish days to the 
French period of New. Orleans’ history 
were pointed out to the president. At 
the house which at one time was the 
home of General. Beauregard the 
president stopped for several minutes. 

Mr. Taft complimented the historical] 
society upon the preservation of the 
records of old New Orleans, and ex- 
pressed regret to see that here and 
there modern buildings were springing 
up in the old quarter and the ancient 
landmarks were being torn down. He 
declared !t seemed like a desecration. 

The historical ride ended, the presi- 
dent boarded a revenue cutter. and 
was taken to the New Orleans naval 
station, where he debarked and made 
@ casual inspection. -The cutter next 
conveyed him to Jackson barracks, 
where he was

CONSTRUCTS AN AIR CRAFT. ~ 
TO CIRCUMNAVIGATE GLOBE 


Union, Sv C., October 31.—A plan to 

circumnavigate the globe in a dirig- 
ible balloon without having to stop to 
replenish the propelling power—hy- 
drogen—is regarded as entirely’ prac- 
ticable by Professor Thaddeus 8. ¢ 
Lowe, the noted aeronaut and scientis 
and now head of the Mount Lowe Ob- 
servatory near Pasadena, Cal., who is 
now constructing an air craft designed 
to accomplish that feat. With an ex- 
Details Made Public. 
detaHs of Professor Lowe's 
plans are made public for the first 
time in a letter to Allan Nicholson, 
editor of Progress, a local newspaper, 
Referring to his long flight in 1861, 
Professor Lowe says: 
perience in aeronautics covering more 
than half a century and holding the 
world’s balloon speed record, made in 
a flight from Cincinnat! to Pearidge, 
S. C., April 20, 1861, when he covered 
a distance estimated at more than 800 
miles in less than nftne hours, the an- 
nouncement of Professor Lowe's new 
venture in this field will attract wide- 
spread interest. 
“If this is not sufficient to hold at 
least the speed record for a long time, 
the aeronautic fraternity will soon 
have an opportunity to not only sur- 
pass this, but will be given a chance 
‘to try their skill in keeping up with 
an airship, for which I am now getting 
ou- plans, that I believe ll cir- 
cumnavigate the globe without having 
to stop and replenish the carrying 
power, hydrogen. The new vessel will 
be capable of propelling to any papgt 
of.the globe desired.” ~ 

Continuing, Professor Lowe makes 
the following comparison between the 
‘famous Zeppelin aitship and the pros- 
pective Lowe airship: 

“The Zeppelin machine, 450 feet long 


i The 


by 50 feet in- diameter, has a surface 
of 22,500 square feet, and owing to 
its shape and necessarily cumbrous 
construction is unable to carry more 
than three tons of surplus weight. 


Will Carry ht Tens. 
“The Lowe airship, 100 feet in dia- 


meter, with its great downward taper, 
has legs than 10,000 square feet of sur- 
face presented to the wind. Owing to 
its lighter and still stronger construc- 
ticn, it will carry eight tons of surplus 
weight. Wheat is meant by ‘surplus 
weight tn both cases is that in addi- 
tion to fuel and provisions, which sur- 
plus is used for freight and passengers. 

“With only one-quarter head wind, 
the Zeppelin could make no headway 
in a 15-mile breeze, while the Lowe 
airship can easily make 25 miles 
against the same wind, and can ascend 
Ito the high altitudes and select favor- 
lable currents, which the Zeppelin can- 
i not do, The Lowe can rise and lower 
perpendicularly and land on a small 
surface and rest its heavy weight, 
without the loss of either gas or bal- 
last, and can anchor in any desfred 
spot indefinitely, and resume operation 
jat any time, with the same lifting pow- 
ler, without additional expense of any 
serine except that used in propeliing the 
craft. 


Will Hold Gas a Year. 
“The most important feature of all is 


(balloon houses—as was fully demon- 
strategy with all. of the Lowe war bal- 
loons. from 1861 to 1867. both for 
war. sclentific and pleasure purposes. 
All other air crafts. including balloons 
of all shapes. as now constructed, have 
to “be housed at great expense. and 
their gas has, to be frequentiv replen- 
ished. also at®@great. expense, while with 
the Lowe method. of construction the 
ordinarv wer~-balleon would hold its 
gas for continuous @eperation for threé 
months without re-inflation. while the 
larger Lowe air craft——-built for cir- 
cumnavigating the globe. if desired— 
could hold their gas for a year at a 
time. owing to so vastiy less surface 
in proportion to contents between a 
sphere 30 feet in diamieter. lifting 849 
pounds. and one of 100 feet in diam- 
eter. lifting 32.725 pounds.”

DYNAMITE USED 
ON CAMBLERS 


‘Two Bombs Thrown in 
Chicago Sporting Clubs. 


No One Injured, but Much 
Damage Was Done to Prop- 
erty --- Bombs Were Thirty- 
Second and Thirty-Third 
Thrown in Gambling Clubs. 


31.—Two bombs 
tonight in the 


Chicago, October 
were thrown here 
downtown district in bufldings occu- 
pied by gambling clubs. The bombs 
were the thirty-second and thirty-third 
that have been hurled in gambling 
establishments within the fast two 
years. No one was injureg but meny 
windows were broken in buildings ad- 
jacent to the explosions and _ store 
stocks were damaged. 

Quarrel Between Gamblers. 

The first bomb exploded soon after 
§ o’cloek in a building at 260 State 
street, and the other followed fifteen 
minutes later in a building near the 
corner of LaSalle and Madison streets. 
In the State street building the Empire 
Club is located. and the building at 
Madison and LaSalle streets housed the 
“Worth Jockey Club.” Both clubs are 
seid to be operated by a faction of lo- 
cal gamblers. 

For two years bombs have been 6x- 
ploded intermittently in Chicago in the 
vicinity of places declared to house 
gambling clubs and bookmakers’ estab- 
lishmente. The bombs have been 
thrown in what is - believed to be @ 


who operate in violation of the law. 
Shook Heart of City. 
| The explosion in State street shook 


| the heart of the city. and butidings | 
‘within a radius of a block were dain- , 
‘aged, hundreds of windows being brok- : 


len The lower floors of the building 
lwere occupied by~ the Great Atlantic 
and Pacific Tea Company. The concus- 
| sion created havoc in the store-room on 
the first floor, scattering stock over the 
floor and blowing out all the plate glass 
windows. The Chicago Automobile 
Club, the Imperia! and Inter-Ocean Ho- 
tels and the Premier Theater, a vaude- 
iville house which was filled with peo- 
iple when the bomb was fred, were 
‘damaged. The detonation frightened 
ithe audience, which rushed for the 
istreet in a panic, but no one was in-

The police found that the first bomb

ithe Empire Club, formerly managed by 
“Social” Smith and “Harry Perry.”

Walker’s Was 
ot Diagnosed 
Diphtheria. 


According to Grady hospital authori- 
ties, the story in The Constitution yes- 
terday, in reference to the case of 
Press Walker, a negro boy, reported to 
be ill with diphtheria, was incorrect 
in several particulars.

Pinchot'’s Letter. 

Mr. Pinchot’s letter in part, follows: 

“You will be glad to know that I 
have been misquoted as to the state- 
ments you mention. First of all, I have 
no desire to prevent or retard the de- 
velopment of water powers by private 
capital. They should be developed by 
private capital, in my judgment, un- 
der proper government control, and 
not by the nation or the states. 

“Secondly, I have not said either 
publicly er privately that the General 
Electric Company, or any other single 
existing corporation, controls, or is now 
seeking to control, all the water pow- 
ere in the country.

JUDICIAL REFORM FROM GROUND UP. 


In an address delivered at the fall convocation of the George Washing- 
ton University, Dean Vance declared that American lawyer? were superti- 
cially educated, and that the profession had grown to tolerate “deliberate 
preying apon the public, legal parasitism.” 

It was when he reached his climax, however, that he became most 
scorching in his arraignment of the lawyer as 8 national type, as follows: 


Bluntly put, the American lawyer hes proved a failure. In no other 
free and civilized country are the laws so ill-administered as in these 
United States. We Icad the world in most of the great struggles mankind 
is making, but in the administration of the law America lags two genera- 
tions behind the rest of the civilized world. No constructive reforms of 
a comprehensive kind have been seriously attempted since the days of 
David Dudley Fie:d, now passed a half century and more. Our inefficient 
procedure in civil actions is a reproach to the nation and a disgrace to the 
bar, while our procedure in criminal cases, with its enormous expense, its 
incredible delays. ard its frequent and gross miscarriages of justice, is a 
stench in the nostrils of the nations. 


There can be no question that, as Dean Vance says, judicial and legal 
procedure in this country has “become a stench in the nostrils of the 
nations.” 

But it is difficult to agree with his conclusion that the incompetent asd 
mercenary lawyer; as a whole, is responsible for this sinister upgrowth. 

Incontestably, the great bulk of lawyers in America profoundly respect 
their profession, are conscientious in the discharge of its duties, and de- 
plore the unfortunate evolution of the technicality and of legal red tape 
which too often conspire to make a mockery of justice. 

The fault lies, not with this class of American citizens, but largely with 
congress and with the legislatures of our respective states. Lack of watch- 
fulness on part of the people has permitted pettifogging and truly incom- 
petent lawyers to participate too instrumentally in tne making of statutes 
and the framing of procedure. 

As an unavoidable consequence, much of the latter is aimed at prolong: 
ing rather than simplifying litigation, while our courts are hampered with 
rules and precedents that encourage the lawyer who has predatory instincts, 
while they handicap the lawyer who would observe expedition and direct- 
ness in trying causes of every nature. 

No amount of protest on part of President Taft, or the national or 
state bar associations, will avail to mitigate this evil as long as the existing 
intricate and archaic system exists.

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WHEN NATIONS ARE SLANDERED. 


The unusual spectacle of a ruler of a foreign nation instituting suit in 
America to convict one of its citizens of libel is presented in a case just 
introduced in New York on behalf of President Diaz of Mexico. 

Carlo de Fornaro, in a Gok entitled “Diaz, the Czar of Mexico,’ brought 
rather sweeping indictments against the aged Mexican in the way of tyranny 
and corruption, and now his victim goes into court in an effort to secure 


redress. 


The instance recalls the violent controversy, echoes of which are even 
now raging, which immediately followed the recent publication of James 
Creelman’s story of “slavery” in Yucatan. Creelman claims to have ample 
evidence, but in the meantime the wealthy and prominent Mexicans involved, 
as well as many well-informed people in this country, maintain he has told 
only half-truths. , 

It is doubtful if the present generation will ever know the undiluted facts 
about Diaz and Mexico. He does not deny that in his earlier years he made 
use of- ruthless and bldody methods, in accordance with the customs of his 
time, to attain power. But it has not been questioned, until] recently, that 
once in office he employed his extraordinary influence to the most con- 
structive ends. | 

Other stories have come forth from the republic to the south of us, 
representing that the tyranny of Diaz igs not a beneficent one, that graft 
flourishes apace and that Diag Connives at abuses and maladministration 
and suppression of individual justice. 

They have invariably been followed by the most sweeping denials, is- 
suing, in many instances, from Americans who have no interest in distort- 
ing facts. 3 

At the essential analysis, the present case hinges on the difficult point 
of whether we shall allow freedom of utterance to shield slanderers who 
make “yellow copy” out of the misfortunes or misrepresented woes of neigh- 
boring or foreign peoples. 

The issue is an extremely delicate one. Without publicity regarding 
Spanish atrocities in Cuba and Turkish atrocities in Armenia, and Russian 
atrocities in Russia and Siberia, and innumerable parallel chapters in his- 
tory, there would have been precious little progress and reform in the 
world. 

Yet where shall we find a tribunal sufficiently wise to arbitrate the line 
at which slander ceases and legitimate criticism begins—or vice versa?

MARCHED THRO’ GEORGIA AGAIN: _ 
RECEIVED WITH OPEN ARMS 


Editor Constitution: A few weeks 
ago. in company with my wife, I took 
a prolonged look at the battlefields 
of the civil war between Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and Jonesboro, Ga. Having par- 
ticipated in all the fights between 
these two places, of course, everything 
was of ftatense interest to me, espe- 
cially a discovery which I wes for- 
tunate enough to make at the New 
Hove church cemetery, about 
miles east of Dallas. Ga. 

W. M. Whitfield conducted us to 
the little row of three well-kept graves 
with a neat little marble monument 
at their head. Mr. Whitfield inform- 
ed us that_a while ago the remains 
of three union soldiers were discovered 
buried in the federal breastworks, 
hardlv an eiehth of a mile east of this 
cemetery. when old confederate sol- 
diers. with others of the neighborhood, 
lovingly toek them up and reinterred 
| them. side by side, among their own 
‘honored dead. ‘ 
| The inscription. on 
reads as follows: 
| “To the unknown heroes who died 
‘for the cause they thought was right.” 

It seems a Mr. R. L. Pearson was the 
prime mover and contributor in this 
affair. but Mr. Whitfield, himself an 
old confederate soldier, sagxely re- 
marked: “We all around here chucked 
towether and erected the stone.” 

I must confess that my wife and 1 
were deeply moved by this act of 
brotherliness from our former eoppo- 
nents on the field of battle. It shows

“OW BLACK ROOT 


State Agricultural Depart- 
ment and StateFarmers, 
Union to Aid. 


The campaign for stamping out the 
black root, which has cost the cotton 
planters of Georgia over a million dol- 
lats this year, will be continued with 
the cooperation of the agricultural de- 
partment and the State Farmers’ Un- 
ion, through the middle of December, 
and it is believed that great good will 
be accomplished as a result. 

The campaign in the first division 
of the three divisions into which the 
state has been divided, will be brought 
to a close at Hawkinsville, Pulaski 
county, on November 3, and the cam- 
paign in the second division will be 
begun at Dublin, Laurens county, on 
Thursday, November 4. 

Instructions are being given the 
farmers at these meetings on how best 
to cope with the black root, by State 
Entomologist E. L. Worsham, Profes- 
sor Nixon, of the State Agricultural 
college: Commissioner of Agriculture 
T. G. Hudson, and J. L. Lee, presi- 
dent of the State Farmers’ Union. Fol- 
lowing up these speeches, the depart- 
ment of entomology will distribute a 
resident variety of cotton seed, which 
have been grown in Georgia, and 
which will not become affected by 
black root. It is believed that as a 
result black root wtll be entirely 
driven out of the state in the course 
of a few vears. ; 

The damage by black root is not 
confined alone to-the cotton itself, but 
the cotton seed, which has come to be 
one of the most valuable parts of the 
cotton crop, igs also destroyed.

MONEY MARKET 
~ GROWS EASIER 


And a Revival of Specu- 
lation Follows. 


Substantial Relief Was Afford- 
ed to the New York Market 
by the Placing in Paris of 
Large Blocks of New York 
City Revenue Warrants. 


New York, October 31.—The relaxed 
tone of the money market in New 
York last week cleared the speculative 
atmosphere to some extent and the 
stock market emerged through . a 
period of uncertainty and irregularity, 
into substantial recovery. The de- 
termination of the directors of the 
Imperia] Bank of Germany to leave 
the minimum discount rate un- 
changed at 5 per cent was the Initial 
factor in imparting renewed confidence 
over the international money outlook. 

Bank of France Alded. 

A statement made by the authorities 
of the Bank of Francé was a potent 
influence in the same direction not 


only in its assertion of the unwilling- 
ness of that institution to loan gold 


jto the Bank of Engand on the same 


terms as’ in 1907, in case of necessity, 
but in its expressed opinion that the 
situation called for no guch meas- 
ures. The Bank of England under 
these circumstances contented itself 
with the 5 per cent official discount 
rate established the week before and 
refrained from further advancing the 
rate. The money market in New 
York was sensibly relaxed notwith- 
standing an outflow of gold to South 
America on orders from London to 
Canada. 

A substantial relief to the New York 
money market was afforded by the 
placing in Paris of large blocks of 
New York city revenue warrants, 
which. served to meet maturities of 
similar warrant® coming due on Novem- 
ber 1, and held in large amounts by 
foreign investors. Later in the week 
there came complaint@ from London 
of the reappearance of American bor- 
rowings there, effected through the 
inducement of a liberal commission 
which amounted to a substantial 
premium over the interest rate. The 
increased offering of funds which made 
their appearance in the New York 
stock market and revived the later 
speculation was ascribed to these oper- 
ations. 

Revived Speculation. 


The revived speculation owed no 
small part, also, to industrial consid- 
erations. The first impression made by 
the quarterly report of the United 
States Steel Corporation was one of 
disappointment. In the maturer con- 
sideration, however, the unfilled or- 
ders tonnage was pointed to as a fa- 
vorable condition rather than @ cause 
for aisappointment, since it indicated 
the extent to which heavy production 
had kept pace with new orders, while 
avoiding the disadvantage of contract 
obligations for future deliveries at the 
lower prices formerly prevailing. Sup- 
plementary reports of the large volume 
of orders placed daily since the first 
of October and at the better prices 
since established confirmed this more 
favorable view of the situation. Some 
special significance was attached to 
the new strength manifested by Cop- 
per securities. 

Rallway Deal Rumors. 

One of the contributory influences 
in the week’s stock market was the 
revival of railroad deal rumors, es- 
pecially concerning the supposed fu- 
ture projects of Edwin Hawley. The 
excited speculation in the cotton mar- 
ket, the high price for that staple and 
the widespread movement towards 
curtailment of output which was fol- 
lowed amongst spinners not only in 
this country, but as in HBngland, was 
regarded as 4 distinctly adverse fac- 


tor. 


Torpedo Boats at Savannah. 


Savannah, Ga. October 31.—To be 
present at the Savannah Fall Festival, 
November 1-6, and at the time of Presi- 
dent Taft's visit to Savannah. Novem- 
ber ¢ and 5&, four torpedo boats, the 
Stringham, Shubrick, Biddie and Du- 
pont, steamed into the Savannah river 
this afternoon and were welcomed by 
a crowd of several thousand persons.

At the corner of Walton and For- 
syth streets stood the old First Bap- 
tist church that was torn down, as it 
occupied a portion of the present site 
of the new postoffice building. The 
old church, which shows up so prom- 
inently in the bird's-eye view, spoken 
of, and which ts herewith given, was 
built way back in 1848—fifty-one years 
ego, It was the first denomination- 
al church finished in Atlanta, although 
the Methodists first occupied their 
new building at the intersection of 
Pryor and Peachtree streets, where 
the Candler building now stands. The 
First Baptist was bullt under the pas- 
torate of Rev. S. G. Daniel. It ig a 
coincidence that.the present pastor of 
the First Baptist church is named 
Daniel—Rev. Charles W. Daniel. 

In the foreground of the picture, 
with the two top stories showing, is 
one of the oldest hotels in the city, 
fc many years calle” the “Weinmeis- 
t *” and now know. as the Williams 
House No. 2. 

Both on the north side and the west 
side of the Weinmeister vacant lots 
are shown in the picture. 

On the sduth@ast corner of Walton 
and Forsyth streets was a small twi- 
story building, which shows in the 
bird's-eye view. On the same site now 
Stands the skyscraper, the Pruden- 
tial building.

Byrne, | 
standing valiantly as left tackle, for, 
the army, was forced under the.rush 
of crimson players, and, on falling, 
must have had his head twisted into 
a position where the weight of the 
men piling upon him was greater than 
the strong ligaments of the vertebral 
column at the back could stand. They 
snapped with the pressure, and the 
fatal lesion resulted. 

When it™became known that Byrne! 
was suffering from paralysis of the 
entire body below the line of the jaw- 
bones, the cadet corps grasped the 
similarity between this sad oceurrence 
On the West Point field and the recent 
injury to Earl Wilson at Annapolis. 

‘If Byrne dies, it will kill football 
for both West Point and Annapolis,” 
was the frequent remark heard on the 
gzrounds last night and, today, with 
Byrne dead, the feeling prevailed that 
the existence of football] as a sport par- 
ticipated in by the government’s big 
schools had been seriously jeapardized. 

Byrne was beloved by all at West 
Point, not only for his football ability, 
but because of his good fellowship. 

President Judson on Tragedy. 


Chicago, October 31.—President 
Harry Pratt |Judson, of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, expressed great regret 
at the death of Eugene Byrne, of the 
West Point football team, today. 

“T do not care to make any extended 
statement on Mr. Byrne's death,” said 
President Judson, “until I have been 
able to inform myself concerning all 
the details. The army football players 
are under the disadvantage of having 
only about one hour a day to devote to 
their gridiron work, because of the 
numerous other calls on their time. At 
Chicago, Coach Stagg has his men out 
several hours a day, and -we have 
never had any fatal accidents and 
only a.few of a serious nature.”

November in the Field. 


OATS.—It is still admissible to sow 
rust-proof oats in “open furrows”’—the 
cold-proof method so often described— 
in the middle region of the cotton belt. 
up to the 15th, although later than I 
would elect. The later the sowing the 
more important it is to sow in open 
furrows, fertilize liberally and seed 
plentifully. Cotton flelds that have 
been wel] cultivated offer now the best 
condition for both oats and wheat. 

In the, southern part of our region 
November is just right for sowing oats. 
Remember the fertilizer formula, 
which is as follows per acre: 

Acid phosphate, high grade....200 lbs. 
Ce & . «250 1bs. 
Muriate of Potash....cccsessese 50 lbs. 


500 Ibs. 

WHEAT.—The first week in Novem- 
ber is the usual time for sowing 
wheat, or a better rule is to sow 
about the usual date of a killing frost. 
Better sow cotton stubble without pre- 
vious breaking, rather than sow in 
land yet to be plowed deeply. 

Use same fertilizer formula as for 
Oats, excepting that 25 pounds of mu- 
riate of potash will sufficé. 

SWEET POTATOES.—If not already 
dug should be harvested at once. 


November in the Garden. 

There is little to be done in the wavy 
of sowing seeds in the garden, but 
much may be done in the way of get- 
ting ready for next year. Now is the 
time to apply stable manure to the 
beds and rows intended for garden 
peas, cabbage, beets, onions, etc., in 
fact, everything that is to be planted 
along in January, February and March. 
Stable manure should be applied from 
One to six months in advance of the 
time for planting. The greener or 
fresher the manure the longer should 
be the time. It is now a pretty well 
settled conclusion that the most effec- 
tive and economical results from stable 
manure are secured by hauling it to 
the ground on which {t is to be used 
as s00n as possible, not waiting for 
it to “rot” in the stable or barn lot, 
nor handling it over and over. 

If it is inteded to subsoi) the gar- 
den, now is the accepted time, before 
the clay becomes too wet to be safely 
distributed. The subsoil rarely be- 
comes dry enough to be safely broken 
after the winter rains have set in. 

In the middle region carrots may be 
sown during the early part of the 
month if the young plants shall be 
somewhat protected with a light cov- 
ering of straw, or litter.. Cabbage 
seed may be sown in cold frames. In 
the extreme south seeds of al] hardy 
(winter and early spring-growing) 
vegetables may be sown. 

November is probably the best time 
in the year for setting out strawberry 
Plants. Have the land prepared at 
once, if not already done, in the most 
thorough manner. It is practically 
mpossible to make the ground too 
rich and prepare it too well. One ton 
of well-rotted stable manure is none 
too much for a square rod (16% feet 
each way) even ona soll already good. 
(Indeed, very few amateurs ever make 
ground rich enough for Strawberries, 
Te cabbage, beets, onions, 
etc. 

Lady Thompson, Klondike, Hoffman, 
Brandywine and Gaudy are five good 
varieties, ripening in the order given 
from early to quite late. Be sure that 
the stable manure is thoroughly 
rotted, fine and free from lumps. Six 
or 8 pounds (or more) of 8-4 acid 
and potash, or 8 pounds of 16 per cent 
acid and 1% pounds of muriate of pot- 
ash per square rod would be a good 
dressing and should be harrowed into 
the first 3 or 4 inches of soil. 


In the Orchard. 


Clean out and burn or bury a 
&rass and weeds. Scrape Alling 
soll around “peach trees forming a 
saucer-shaped basin and “go for” the 
borers with knife and wire. I suggest 
bolling water (or steam) squirted into 
the burrows of the borers as the most 
effective means of destroving these 
destructive pests, where only a com. 
paratively small number of trees are to 
be treated. Preliminary pruning of ap- 
ples, peaches, pears may now be un- 
dertaken, involving the removal of 
low-hanging branches. The complete 
pruning and shortening should be de- 
ferred unti] February. 

Professional and commercial fruit 
growers need not to be reminded that 
late orders to nurserymen for trees, 
vines, etc., for planting are Mable to be 
either “turned down” or substitute va- 
rieties sent. But the amateur would 
do well to take notice and send in or- 
ders early, even if not to be filled un- 
til a later date. Indeed it is really 
better to orfler such trees and plants as 
may be needed early—even now—and 
either plant where they are to grow or 
heel down until a “convenient season.” 
Nurserymen have a way of filling first 
orders with selected trees and along 
towards the last of the shipping sea. 
son they are apt to be culls that have 
been picked over and lert for late or- 
ders or to “carry over.” 

Every amateur fruit grower should 
learn the simple art of propagating 
trees by planting seeds, budding and 
grafting. Hardly more manual ski)! 
is required to bud or graft than to 
sharpen a lead pencil in a neat and 
workmanlike manner. A large part 
of the pleasure and a good share of the 
profit of fruit culture may be derived 
from a knowledge of how to do such 
things and the manual skill to do 
them, me. ds Oe

INDIGESTION OF COW. 

C. L. Chewing, Tucker, Ga.—I have a 
cow that has been sick for two 
months. Her hair looks rough. She 
will run off at her bowels for a day or 
S50; has no appetite when bowels are 
loose. Doesn't matter what she eats, 
her bowels are loose. She don’t give 
much milk. Will be in in February. 

Answer—Your cow has a form of 


dyspepsia or indigestion. You do not 
say anything as to what character of 
food and water she is restricted to. Re 
sure that she has good, wholesome and 
nutritious food and clean, pure water. 
Clean out her bowels with a drench af 
1% pounds of ‘Epsom salts and 1 ounce 
of ground ginger in &% gallon of water. 
When the salts have operated prepare 
and give as follows: Mix together 4 
ounces each of powdéred saltpeter and 
copperas and 2 ounces of pulverized 
nux vomica, divide into 24 doses, one 
to be given night and morning in a 
bran mash. If you can get it con- 
veniently substitute in place of the 
plain mash a teacupful of flaxseed 
boiled to a pulp in 1 or 2 gallons of 
water and then stir the bran into it 
and make a mash of it. See that she 
is not lousy nor wormy. 


RHEUMATIC FOWLS. SCALY LEGS. 

M, J. Rossman, Greensboro, Ga.—For 
some time my hens have not been do- 
ing well; had a slight touch of sore 
head a month ago. I applied iodine. 
Pp Now a great many of them are stiff in 
legs, sitting around; get up when I go 
near them; some limp on one leg, etc. 
I see one -or two with scales up leg to 
knee—white scales. The others are 
not so. I am feeding at present corn 
in morning, Oats at night. Hens are 
White Plymouth Rocks and Wyan- 
dottes. 

Answer—I can only 


with what is known as “scaly legs.’’ 
For the former look carefully to the 
roosting quarters and see that they are 
dry and free from draughts, but well 
ventilated and not too cold. Affected 
fowls should have frequent change of 
food with plenty of green feed. Begin 
treatment with a dose of 20 to 30 
grains of Epsom salts. The mext day 
add 30 to 40 grains of soda to ‘the

The fowls that are seriously affected 
would be better killed than treated, 
and main reliance under any circum- 
stances must be in prevention by secur- 
ing proper sanitary conditions. “Scaly 
leg” is caused by the attacks of a 
species of mite and is similar to mange 
in its origin. Og its very first appear- 
ance in a flock prompt and energetic 
meastres should be adopted for its 
suppression. Remove the affected ones 
to new quarters and thoroughly scald 
the woodwork where they have been 
kept. or wash with carbolated lime 
wash. For treatment: Soften. the 
scales on legs and feet by soaking in 
warm soapsuds and gently remove 
them. Then dry the iegs well and 
apply creolin ointment (1 to 10), a 
carbolic ointment (1 to 10) or 1 balsam 
of Peru. The latter may be applied 
daily for three or four days and is bet- 
ter than the others for young and deli- 
cate birds. The disease is not diffi- 
cult to eradicate if the preliminary 
treatment is thorough and all the loose 
scales end crusts be removed. : 
COCKED-ANKLES OF YOUNG HORSE. 

Tatte Bass., Blanton, Ala—My papa 
has a fine young horse that is strained 
in his hind ankles what some call it 
pitched, or knuckled. Please give m2 
remedy through your paper, if possi- 
ble. IL have been a subscriber to your 
paper for several years. The horse 
has been pitchy for about six months, 
At times he is all right. 

Answer: The frst and indispensable 
thing to do is to give the animal com- 
plete rest. Mix 2 drams of canthar- 
ides with 1% ounces of clean lard and 
rub a little of it with the fingers all 
around the swollen ankie. Keep the 
animal’s head tied up for 24 hours. 
Then wash off the blister ointment and 


grease with pure lard. Repeat the 
|blister every two weeks for several 
‘months. In addition to the blistering 
treatment give a teaspoonful of phos- 
phate of calcium in the mornings and 
a teaspoonful of sulphate of iron in the 
evenings and continue for a month, if 
necessary. (You should have addressed 
your letter as directed at head of this 
department.)

INTESTINAL WORMS IN HORSES. 


J. A. Matthews, Reynolds, Ga.—In 
The Constitution of the 18th 1 see your 
reply to H. W. McKie, Colliers, S. C. I 
have two good brood mares in similar 
condition, except signs of lice or mites, 
but mine are seen often to discharge 
worms about 6 inches long. I think 
they are wormy, and with foal. What 
is best remedy to dispel forms and not 
affect the foal? Please answer in Con- 
stitution, and oblige. 

Answer: It is quite probable that the 
worms described by you are of the spe- 
cies known as the “round worm” (as- 
caris megatocephala), a very common 
parasite of horses, mules and cattle. 
closely resembles the common earth- 
worm in form and general appearance 
in all respects except color, which is a 
pinkish white... It grows to a large 
size, say from 10 to 12 inches long, and 
nearly ™ inch in thickness near its 
middie. The animals infected are sup- 
posed to swallow the eggs in the water 
they drink. An excellent remedy is 
this: Mix 2 drams of asafetida, 1 dram 
of - calomel, 2 


1 dram of savin and 2 
drams of the fluid extract of the male 
shield fern and make it into a bolus, 
which should be given at night on an 
empty stomach. A bran mash may be 
given in 2 hours and on the following 
morning 1 ounce of alros as a physic. 
The following is also good, and is con- 
venient when one does not wish to lay 
up his horse: Give a dose of % ounce 
of gentian and 2 drams of copperas 


morning and night in a bran- mash, or 
if he will not: take-it so, put it into a 
quart of gruel and give as a drench. 
Continue this for a week. 


CORN AND OAT SMUTS. 

H. S. Branch, Berzelia, Ga.—wWill 
vou kindly advise cause and preventa- 
tive for smut in corn or -oats? Last 
spring I purchased a small quantity 
of seed corn from the west. This corn 
was pPlanted about the 6th of June, 
while my main crop from a Georgia 
raised variety was planted about 
April 10. 

At gathering time I note consider- 
able smut and rotten corn in the late 
Planted variety from the west. while 
in my main crop, which, as you will 
note: was planted much earlier, I find 
very little smut or rotten corn. 

I do not know whether the smuts 
being present in the western corn and 
not in the other is due to the local- 
ity from which the former was ob- 
tained or to the difference in planting 
time. I might also state that a fer- 
tilizer containing a much higher per 
cent of nitrogen and potash was used 
under the western corn than contained 
in the fertilizer used under the home- 
raised seed. 

What is meant by the hot water 
treatment for smut in corn and nats? 

Answer—The “cause” of the smuts 
of corn and oats is the attack of a 
species of fungus. In the case of oats 
there are two kinds of these fungi, 
one causing What is known as “closed 
smut” (ustilago laevis) and the “loose 
smut” (usilago aveae). The ordinary 
corn smut is utilago zeal, and it at- 
tacks corn only. The black dust that 
is manifest consists of a mass of 
spores (seeds of fungi). These be- 
come scattered when ripe and dry and 
attach themselves to the grains of oats 
or corn (as the cage may be) and ger- 
minate and take root in the young 
piants as soon as the planted seeds 
germinate. 

In the case of oats there is no diffi- 
culty in destroying these germs or 
spores by wetting the seed’ oats in a 
diiution of 1 pint of formalin in fifty 
gallons of water. The oats should be 
sprinkled with this liquid at the rate 
of about one gallon to the bushel, stir- 
ring the mass of seed so that every 
grain shall be thoroughly wet. Then 
let lie several hours or overnight in 
a heap covered with burlap sacks, also 
wetted with the solution. Then spread 
out to dry (for machine sowing) or 
sow hand at once. 

Corn smut does not yield to the 
formalin treatment—so they say—and 
no satisfactory remedy has vet been 
discovered. The best we can do to 
lessen the injury from corn smut is 
rotation and the _ destruction of al] 
smutted ears stalks by fire before the 
spores become dry. It is said that 
the ripened spores of corn smut will 
deviop in manure and decaying stalks, 


etc. 

I have observed that most of the 
| seed corn bought from northern seed- 
/men seems to be more thoroughly in- 
| fected with smut than our local seed. 
Any treatment by nitrogenous manures 
or moist season that makes the corn 
grow luxuriantly tends to develop 
Smut more freely, the spores finding 
easier entrance into the tissues when 
these are tender anf succulent. 

The Jensen, or hot water treatment, 
is the immersion of the seeds wheat 
or other grain. including oats. in wa- 
ter of the temperature of from 130 to 
135 degrees (Eah.) for about ten min- 
utes, dipping the sack or basket in and 
out every two or three minutes. Tt 
has been superseded by the formalin 
method. which is much more con- 
venient and is equally adapted te 
oats, wheat, rye and barley.

er question I propound, viz.: How to 
get rid of bermuda grass whi 
through carelessness of tenants, has 
made serious inroads in a fine field 
along the Southern railway. I have 
plenty of pasture and meadow land. 
Answer—As there are other ways of 
killing a dog besides “choking it to 
death with butter.”’ so there are sev- 
eral ways to destroy bermuda grass, 
one of which might be to dig it up by 
the roots and burn in the kitchen 
stove. But, seriously, destroying ber- 
muda grass is not now considered | 
very hard problem, as it was thirty c 


forty years ago. There are two meth-| 


ods in use, or they may be considered 
as in fact one method In an ald 
established pasture, commencing now 
(November), the sod should be turned 
with a very sharp two-horse turnplow, 
running just deep enough to get under 
the roots and completely inverting the 
sod. Then run over two or three times 
with a cut-away harrow, followed by 
a spring-tooth harrow, the object be- 
ing to cut the jointed stems and sod to 
pieces, separate the same from the ad- 
herent soil and leave exposed on the 
surface to the alternating freezing and 
sunshine of winter. If. the exposed 
stems be frozen hard, their destruction 
is certain. If there be no freezing 
weather, if the stems become thor- 
oughly dry they are as good as dead. 

The harrowing may be repeat two 
or three times during the wint as 
may seem to be expedient. After all 
efforts have been put forth, there will 
be more or less bermuda grass that 
will put forth in March, but not 
enough to give any trouble in a crop of 
cotton, tobacco, cowpeas, or any crop 
that requires the use of the hand-hoe, 
or one that will densely shade the 
ground such as cowpeas, soy beans, 
sweet potatoes, etc. * 

The other method is to turn over the 
sod during a dry “spell” in July, Au- 
guast or September, keep it constantly 
stirred by the repeated use of the har- 
row until -time to sow oats, wheat or 
other small grain, or oats and vetch, 
to be followed the next June with 
cowpeas, or potatoes, or cotton. 

The hardest problem is where the 
bermuda grass has become scattered 
over a large field, a few bunches here, 
@ square rod or so there, and so on, 
and where no special effort has been 
made to destroy it, but where it has 
been thus scattered and encouraged, 
as an incident to the cultivation of 
corn, cotton, etc. But the details of the 
methods are here applicable also, and 
should be worked out according to the 
particular circumstances. 


PLANTING ON RYE SOD. 

M, Ramsey, Connelly Springs, N. C.— 
I have a piece of land that has been 
followed with cotton far the last eight 
years until last fall. After I harvested 
my cotton I sowed to fye and made a 
very good crop. After ¥ harvested my 
rye I sowed it in cowpeas, I will not 
cut the peavines, as they didn’t get 
very big. I want to plant this land in 
ection or corn next summer. Would 
you advise sowing this land in rye and 
turning it next spring in time to plant, 
or can land be cultivated after turning” 
to rye? Let me hear from you 
through The Constitution. 

Answer— Yes, it would be good farm- 
ing to cow the pea stubble to rye or 
to rye and vwetch, although now rather 
too late to sow vetch, or rye either, ex- 
cept to protect the land from washing 
and to take up the soluDle plant food 
left in the soil. I mean that the rye 
and vetch would not have time to make 
a maximum growth (whether rye or 
vetch) a month ago. 

No. there would be no great difficul- 
ty in culiivating the land in cotton 
after turning under the rye, provided 
you make a ; effect job of the turning,

it in March. I have more than once 
turne’ uuder a heavy broomsedge sod 
(first biurni.g off the straw) in Feb- 
ruary and then planted and cultivated 
a crop of cotton on the surface of the 
inverted sod, taking care not to plow 
deep enough to tear up the burned sod. 


CORN STOVER. 

“Farmer,” Citronelle, Ala.—Is corn 
stover the equal of hay? Better? 
Complete substitute? I mean for a 
horse? 

Answer—Corn stover is by no means 
equal to any good grass hay and very 
much inferior to legume hays, such as 
cowpeas, clover, alfalfa, vetch, being 
much less nutritious. It answers, how- 
ever, the main purpose of a ‘rough- 
age’—that of filling the stomach. 
What it lacks in nutritiveness may 
easily be compensated by an increased 
allowance of ordinary feed grains or 
the addition of two or three pounds of 
cotton seed meal. 


HANDLING STABLE MANURE. 

Thomas G. Garrett, Scotia, Ala.— 
Please give me best —" about the 
ollowin matters, vizZ.: 
: TP ee about thirty*two horse 
loads of stable and cow manure, all 
put up when fresh, I want to use on 
five acres of red land next year for 
cotton. Tell me how best a manipu- 
late same as a compost to treat with 
chemical fertilizer as I put up from 
week to week—how much and what 
kind, and how to use? 

9 Is it too late to sow English 
dwarf Essex rape? Have turned un- 
der and disked one-half acre of 
heavily overgrown weeds, peas and 
grass On same. Sandy. 

8. Ig it too late to sOW crimson 
clover on red land which has been 
well fertilized, plowed and disked? 
What amount of fertilizer, commercial 
or stable manure on one-fourth acre? 

4. I have seen somewhere recently 
something about some man’s recent 
formula for putting up manures and 
composting so as to get best results. 
Can you tell me about it? 

Answer—1. The best authorities (of 
late years) agree that the most effec- 
tive and economical plan in utilizing 
stable manure is to spread it thinly 
on the surface of the ground on which 
it is desired to use it, at once or as 
soon as a few wagon loads shall be 
available, ang plow a a 
plan not only is there a gread saving 
of labor, but also a complete utiliza- 
tion of all the plant food contained in 
the manure. In addition, the _ fer- 
mentation and decomposition of the 
manure in the soil sets up at once 
certain chemical changes which tend 
to render available otherwise inert 
plant food already in the soil. The 
above is the plan followed by me in 
my large garden. I may add that the 
manure thus applied will prove more 
effective in increasing the yield of 
next year’s crops than by any other 
method. 

You may. however, if you prefer, 
mix with the manure as it is piled 
under a manure shed 100 to 200 pounds 
of 14 per cent acid phosphate to each 
ton, and be sure that it shall not be 
permitted to become too hot, which 
may be prevented by tramping it 
down into a firm mass, and watering 
if necessary. If the bank besomes as 
hot as to give the manure a dirty 
white and dry appearance, it is evi- 
dence of loss of valuable elements 
from fire-fanging. 

2. I think it igs rather late—too late 
to expect full results, but “better, late 
than never” is applicable. 

3. The foregoing remarks also ap- 
plicable to crimson clover. If you sow, 
use 50 per cent more seed than you 
woul@d have sown in September (the 
proper time to sow), and be sure to 
use inoculated seed. Seventy-five 
pounds of acid phosphate and fifteen 
pounds of muriate of potash would 
probably suffice for the one-quarter 
of an acre, and, say, one or two tons 
of stable manure.
